TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 17, 1920. 


This being the first day of the Third Session of the Fourth. 
Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta, for the despatch 
of business pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour Robert 
George Brett, Lieutenant Governor, dated the seventh day of 
January, 1920, the Clerk of the House read the Proclamation 
as follows:

(WHEREAS it is expedient 
A. G. MacKay, { for certain causes and 
Acting Attorney General.| considerations to convene 

, (the Legislative Assembly of 
Our Province of Alberta, WE DO WILL that you and each of 
you and-all others in this behalf interested on TUESDAY, 
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the SEVENTEENTH day of FEBRUARY now next, at Our 
City of Edmonton, personally be and appear for the DESPATCH 
OF BUSINESS, to treat, act, do, and conclude upon those things 
which in the Legislature of Our Province of Alberta by the Com- 
mon Council of Our said Province may, by the favour of God, 
be ordained. 


“HEREIN fail not. 


“IN TESTIMONY WHEREOF, We have caused these 
Our Letters to be made Patent, and the Great Seal of Our 
Province of Alberta to be hereunto affixed. 


“WITNESS: Our Trusty and Well-beloved His Honour 
Robert George Brett, Lieutenant Governor of Our Province 
of Alberta, at Our Government House, in Our City of 
Edmonton, in Our said Province of Alberta, the SEVENTH 
day of JANUARY, in the year of Our Lord One Thousand 
Nine Hundred and Twenty and in the TENTH year of 
Our Reign.

The Clerk of the House informed the House officially of 
the death of the Honourable Charles Wellington Fisher, Speaker 
of the Assembly, who departed this life on the fifth of May last. 


The Clerk of the Legislative Assembly read the following 
certificate which had been delivered to him by the Clerk of the 
Executive Council: 


To THE CLERK OF THE. LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
OF THE PROVINCE OF ALBERTA: 

This is to certify that owing to the death of Charles Welling- 
ton Fisher, a Member of the Legislative Assembly of Alberta 
for the Electoral Division of Cochrane, and by virtue of a Writ 
of Election dated the eleventh day of October, 1919, issued 
by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor and addressed to 
Alexander Wilberforce Gordon, Esquire, of Crossfield, as Return- 
ing Officer for the Electoral Division of Cochrane, for the election 
of a Member to represent the said Electoral Division of Cochrane 
in the Legislative Assembly of Alberta, Alexander Moore has 
been returned as duly elected to represent the said Electoral 
Division, as appears by the Return of the said Writ of Election 
which is now lodged of record in my office.

His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the House 
and took his seat on the Throne. nN 
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The Provincial Secretary then said: 

“Tam commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor 
to inform you that he does not see fit to declare the causes of 
the summoning of the present Legislature of this Province until - 
a Speaker of this House shall have been chosen according to 
law; today at the hour of 3.30 o’clock His Honour will declare 
the causes of the calling of the Legislature.” 

His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the 
House. 

The Premier, the Honourable Charles Stewart, addressing 
the Clerk of the Legislative Assembly, nominated Charles Stewart 
Pingle, Esquire, Member for the Electoral Division of Redcliff ; 
to take the Chair of this House as Speaker, seconded by the 
Attorney General, the Honourable J. R. Boyle. 


The Clerk of the Legislative Assembly, having asked if any 
Honourable Member had another name to propose as Speaker, 
and no other name being proposed the Clerk of the House then 
declared that Charles Stewart Pingle is appointed Speaker of 
this Legislative Assembly. 

The Speaker retired and re-entered the House robed, accom- 
panied by his mover and seconder, and, standing on the upper 
step of the dais, thanked the House for the honour conferred 
upon him in the following speech: ] 

“I beg to tender to you, the members of the Legislative 
Assembly, my sincere and hearty thanks for the high honour 
you have conferred upon me by electing me as your Speaker, 
a dignity I greatly appreciate. 

“It will be my pleasure, as well as my duty, to endeavour 
to deserve that honour, by dealing with all questions which 
come before me in my official capacity with firmness and im- 
partiality. I realize my unfitness for the position but I rely 
confidently upon the co-operation of the Honourable Members 
in all parts of the House to assist me in maintaining our rules 
and regulations, in vindication of our rights and privileges, 
and in preserving the integrity and freedom of debate according 
to ancient usages.” 


The Speaker then took his seat, and the Mace was placed 
on the Table by the Sergeant-at-Arms. 


Mr. Hoadley in graceful terms offered the newly elected 
Speaker his heartiest congratulations and expressed his best 
wishes for his success in the conduct of the affairs of the Legis- 
lature. | 

His Honour the Lieutenant Governor returned to the 
House and took his seat on the Throne. 

Mr. Speaker then said: 

“May it please your Honour, the Legislative Assembly have 
elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able to fulfil 
the important duties thus assigned to me. If in the performance 
of those duties I should at any time fall into error I pray that the 
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fault may be imputed to me and not to the Assembly, whose 
servant I am, and who through me, the better to enable them to 
discharge their duty to their King and Country, hereby claim 
all their undoubted rights and privileges, especially that they 
may have freedom of speech in their debates and access to your 
person at all seasonable times, and that their proceedings may 
receive from you the most favourable construction.” 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 

“T am commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor 
to declare to you that he freely confides in the duty and attach- 
ment of the Assembly to His Majesty’s person and Government 
and not doubting that their proceedings will be conducted with 
wisdom, temper and prudence he grants and upon all occasions 
will recognize and allow their constitutional privileges. 

“T am commanded also to assure you that the Assembly 
shall have ready access to His Honour upon all suitable occasions 
and all their proceedings as well as their work and actions will 
constantly receive from him the most favourable construction.” 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


I welcome you to the Third Session of the Fourth Legislative 
Assembly, the first since the Proclamation of Peace which closed 
the Great War that for so long dominated and controlled all 
our thoughts and activities. The men and women of our Prov- 
ince who went Overseas to carry our share of the burden did 
nobly, and their wonderful achievements are appreciated. 
Some will not return to us, and their glorious memories will 
ever be honoured and revered. Many have returned, however, 
and we rejoice with them and their friends. 

Now that the influences of Peace are about us once more, 
you will again be able to give your undivided attention to the 
ereat work of building up this portion of our Dominion. Lins 
is my confident belief that your efforts to this end will be greatly 
aided and encouraged by the people whom you represent. Indi- 
cations point to an impending era of prosperity greater than our 
people have ever before experienced. I feel assured that you _ 
join with me in the hope that all such indications will be realized 
to the fullest extent. 

The visit of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales to 
Alberta last September will ever be a memorable event in our 
history. His amiable disposition, with his keen and untiring 
interest in everything that affected the welfare of our citizens, 
endeared him to all. The fact that he has established a residence 
in the Province will give him a personal concern in our affairs, 
and our people a personal interest in him, that will continue to 
deere the affection and loyalty of the people towards his Royal 

ouse. 
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His Excellency the Duke of Devonshire, Governor General 
of Canada, together with Her Excellency the Duchess of Devon- 
shire, paid a welcome visit to the Province last autumn, in order 
to further acquaint themselves at first hand with conditions 
throughout this part of the Dominion. 

The world-wide unusual and irregular weather conditions 
of last year produced an effect in this Province that for a time 
seemed almost to verge on disaster. Late rains, however, 
saved grain and hay crops in many districts that otherwise 
might have been a total loss. In other sections less fortunate 
my Government took all necessary steps to prevent suffering. 

While climatic conditions during the past year were not 
generally as favourable as usual, the Province has been blessed 
with a large measure of prosperity in many ways. Apart from 
grain, other products of the farm increased in value and quantity 
beyond all anticipation. The Dairy and Poultry industries 
have made unexpected progress, due in large measure to) the 
assistance given by my Government in the development of new 
methods as well as the obtaining of broader markets. 

The success which has followed the irrigation of lands in 
the southern section of the Province, particularly during such 
seasons as that of last year, has led to a movement to extend 
the irrigated aréa in several directions. The Irrigation District 
Act has therefore been carefully considered by my Government 
with the object of making it more adaptable to existing con- 
ditions, and amending legislation will be submitted to you for 
that purpose. 


All matters relating to health throughout the Province 
have been given continuous watchful care by the Department. 
of Public Health, created at the last Session of the Legislature. 
The financial provision made: to enable proper attention to be 
given to such important matters as child welfare, medical in- 
spection of children in schools, public health nursing, together 
with the establishment of municipal hospitals, has resulted in 
great benefit to those districts where the work has been carried 
on. 

The problems relating to education continue to receive 
attention, and much work has been done to meet the situation. 
Attention is directed to a policy recently decided upon whereby 
loans may be made to assist students through their Normal 
School course, with the result that the difficulty of obtaining 
competent teachers will be materially reduced. 


With the completion of three new Schools of Agriculture, 
construction of which was begun during the past year, it is hoped 
to very largely supply the facilities required to take care of this 
ever-increasing popular branch of education. 

During the War period it was not practicable to provide 
for much of the public work pressing itself on my Government’s 
attention. ‘The changed conditions of the present time, and the 
necessity for further accommodation for carrying on the public 
business, will in some measure call for attention this year. You 
will be asked to make provision for commencing work on a number 
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of public institutions of an educational character. Attention 
will also be given to bettering and enlarging the scope of the work 
connected with the care and training of the mentally defective. 

The heavy demand for increased Telephone service through- 
out the Province renders it necessary to provide for large 
additional expenditures, and you will be asked to make the 
necessary financial provision therefor. 

The Natural Resources have not yet been transferred to 
the Province, and your attention will be invited to this question 
during the Session. 

While it is not anticipated that the Session will be marked 
by the introduction of much legislation involving new prin- 
ciples, Bills will be laid before you to amend certain of the 
Statutes of the Province. 

The Commission appointed under the authority of the Act 
of last Session to revise and consolidate the Acts and Ordinances 
in force in the Province has not yet been able to make its report, 
but substantial progress has been made. 

The Public Accounts of the last fiscal year will be laid before 
you. It will be found that the revenues proved sufficiently 
ample to more than adequately provide for the requirements 
of the year. 

Estimates of the amounts required for expenditure during 
the present year, all of which have been prepared with due regard 
to economy and the requirements of the Public Service, will 
be laid before you for your consideration. 

I now leave you to your deliberations, which I am sure will 
be governed by consideration for the best interests and welfare 
of the Province. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the 
House. 


Ordered, That the Honourable Mr. Stewart have leave to 
introduce a Bill intituled: ‘‘An Act respecting the Administra- 
tion of Oaths of Office to Persons appointed as Justices of the 
Peace.”’ 

Ordered, That the Bill be read a First time. 

The Bill was then read a First time. : 

Ordered, That the Bill be read a Second time on Thursday 
next. 


Mr. Speaker informed the House that in order to prevent 
mistakes, he had obtained a copy of the Speech of His Honour 
the Lieutenant Governor, which was laid on the Table. 

On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Stewart, seconded 
by the Honourable Mr. Mitchell, 

Ordered, That the Speech of His Honour the Lieutenant 
Governor to this House be taken into consideration on Thursday 
next. 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Stewart, seconded 
by the Honourable Mr. Mitchell, 
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Ordered, That the Votes and Proceedings of this House be 
printed, having been first perused by Mr. Speaker, and that he 
do so appoint the printing thereof, and that no person but such 
as he shall appoint do presume to print the same. 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Stewart, seconded by 
the Honourable Mr. Mitchell, 

Ordered, That the Select Standing Committees of this House 
for the present Session be appointed for the following purposes: 

. On Privileges and Elections. 
. On Railways. 
. On Miscellaneous and Private Bills. 
. On Standing Orders.

Which said several Committees shall severally be empowered 
to examine and to enquire into all such matters and things as 
shall be referred to them by the House and to report from time 
to time their observations and opinions thereon with power to 
send for persons, papers and records.

This Assembly desires to express its appreciation 
of the services of the late Speaker in his capacity as its presiding 
officer.

Also see Bourinot 322, which reads: ‘A motion to 
adjourn the House except when made for the purpose of dis- 
cussing a definite matter of urgent public importance, shall 
always be in order’—Page 324, ‘The adjournment of the debate 
obviously cannot be moved to the adjournment of the House 
when it is a substantive question.’ See May, 12th Edition, 
Page 200, ‘Dilatory motions pending at the moment of inter- 
ruption, motions for the adjournment of the House, or of the 
debate, or that the chairman do report progress, or leave the 
Chair, lapse without question put.’

Therefore be it resolved that this Legislative Assembly 
requests that the votes of the electors in all the electoral districts 
of the Province may be taken for or against the following pro- 
hibition, that is to say: 

“That the importation and the bringing of intoxicating 
liquors into such Province may be forbidden.”

8. Q. When and how is he paid? 

A. At the end of the Session. 

9. Q. As Leader of the- Opposition does he speak in the 
House for himself personally, or for the party to the leadership 
of which he is elected? 

A. Answered by No. 5. 

10. Q. What is the strength that a party must have before 
it is entitled to an official leader receiving leader’s salary, wage, 
payment, stipend, emolument, honorarium or indemnity? 

A. The party must be the recognized opposition in the 
Legislative Assembly. The Statute does not state what strength 
that party must have.

Whereas under the generally accepted interpretation of 
the working of the British Parliamentary System it 1s assumed 
that the defeat of a Bill or Measure presented to the Legislative 
Assembly by a Minister of the Crown officially on behalf of the 
Government is in itself a defeat of the Government; and 

Whereas the members of this Legislative Assembly feel 
that the time has come when members ought to be free to vote 
either for or against any bill or measure before the House without 
thereby expressing lack of confidence in the Government; 

Therefore be it resolved that this House express its desire 
that the Premier ought not to consider the defeat of any Govern- 
ment measure a sufficient reason for tendering the resignation 
of his Government, unless such defeat be followed by a vote of 
non-confidence in the Government. 

The Hon. Mr. Boyle rose to a Point of Order and objected 
to the Resolution on various grounds stated by him at length, 
the chief of which were that the Resolution proposed to inter- 
fere with the constitutional usages of the Crown and the Premier.

A. There are seven persons on the regular teaching staff giving 
full time to teaching Agricultural subjects. In addition instruc- 
tion is given to students in Agriculture by the Departments of 
Chemistry, Physics, Biology, Geology, English, Mathematics, 
etc. One representative from each of such Departments is 
included in the Faculty Council, making a total of 16 persons 
in all engaged in teaching work in the Faculty of Agriculture. 
There are, moreover, five special instructors giving certain hours 
of instruction to returned soldiers in such subjects as Carpentry, 
Blacksmithing, ete. 

Q. 6. What was the cost of equipment provided especially 
for the course in Agriculture?
